BANDITS IN CHINA. 
Chinese bandits 
released 
their twelve 
women captives for no other reason, appar­ 
ently than their inability to walk barefoot­ 
ed in the mountains, says the bt. Louis Star. 
They had enough male captives to produce 
interesting possibilities of ransom, and did 
not want to be handicapped by the women. 
In pursuing this plan, the bandits let go 
of one hostage, Miss Lucy Aldrich, who is 
a multi-millionaire in her own right and is 
the sister-in-law 
of 
about 
$400,000,000 
worth 
of 
Standard Oil stocks. 
It might 
have proved worse to have John I). Rocke­ 
feller on their trail than the United States 
government, so the loss of prospective ran­ 
som is compensated for by the sidetracking 
of a most formidable adversary. 
The ban­ 
dits will merely 
have 
to 
deal with the 
United States, Great Britain-Japan and a 
few* other countries, 
in 
addition to the 
Chinese government. 
This raid on the Tien-Tsin to Shanghai 
express, in the heart of Shantung, was the 
most daring 
exploit 
ever 
pulled off by 
Chinese bandits, but there seems no possi­ 
bility that it can turn out as the perpetra­ 
tors hope. 
It is so big that it defeats its 
own purpose. The captives may be killed, 
if the bandits are as unwise as they are dar­ 
ing, but a wholesale raid of this kind does 
not invite ransom. 
It invites either drastic 
action by the government of China, or an 
invasion by united foreign forces, after the 
precedent set in the Boxer uprising nearly 
a quarter of a century ago. 
The magnitude of this raid, with over 
1,000 bandits 
participating 
in it, in a 
Chinese province containing 25,000,000 
people, emphasizes the breakdown of cen­ 
tral authority in China. It will be interest­ 
ing to 
learn, from later developments, 
whether there is any relationship between 
this broken down authority and the Ja p a ­ 
nese occupation of Shantung, i he Japanese 
have supervision of the 
railroad running 
east and west, while this crime occurred 
on the railroad running south to Shanghai. 
Apparently it was outside the sphere ot 
Japanese activities, even before the agree­ 
ment to withdraw. 
But there may have 
been some cause and effect relationship, 
either due to the Japanese withdrawal or 
the prostration of Chinese 
provincial au­ 
thority while the 
Japanese 
were at the 
peak of their power.

One must be grateful to the Figaro for re­ 
calling to French readers the charming let- 
;er which once gave delight to many be­ 
tides the French lady to whom it was ad- 
iressed.

Records of Gains Made 
On Stock Fed During 
Winter Months. 


(By W. T. Angle, County Agent) 
Friday, May 4th was the occasion 
of 150 Pettis County cattle*feeders 
with a few visitors from suriounding 
counties visiting the farm s of George 
Calli?, John A. Fowler, J. F. McAn- 
inch, Das McClure *tnd D. rowel!. 
Each of tho M>ovt have kept def­ 
inite and complete cost records of 
their feeding operations 
since 
the 
purchasing of their rattle 
last fall. 
These records have been kept in co­ 
operation with the State College of 
Agriculture with the United 
States 
D epartm ent of Agriculture cooperat­ 
ing. 
The visitors assembled at Hughes­ 
ville High School at 
9:30 
in 
the 
m orning and made their first visit to 
George Callis’ farm, one mile E ast of 
H ughesville 
a t ten 
o’clock. 
Mr. 
Calli* showed 68 head of cattle that 
had been wintered on clover bay and 
to ra fodder which weighed last fall 
1025 pounds apiece. 
These cattle 
were grazed, Mr. Callis says, until 
December when they were put en 
hay and 
corn fodder. 
The 
final 
w eight of these cattle was 
1225 
pounds, 
showing 
a gain 
of 
200 
pounds per head in 190 days, or 1.05 
pounds per day. 
The cost 
of IOO 
pound gain after credit had been giv­ 
en for pork gain and m anure 
was 
$13.40. 
These cattle to break even 
today would necessarily have to sell 
for $7.86 per cwt. on the farm. 
Toe 
price put on these cattle bv W. W. 
McClure of 
the Gibson-McPherson- 
Sutter Commission firm and Cal Sit- 
ton, of the Producers 
Live 
Stock 
Commission Association both of St. 
Louis, was $8.40 cwt. in St. Louis. 
South of Mr. Callis1 farm one mile 
the tourists visted John A. Fow ler’s 
farm where forty head of cattle were 
observed the initial weight of which 
last fr.ll was 842 pounds. 
The final 
w eight was 1175 pounds with a gain 
of 333 pounds per head. 
This was 
an average of 1.4 pound per day. Mr. 
F iw le r’s ration after taking them off 
of grass consisted of clover hay and 
corn. 
The figures 
show that 
this 
herd of cattle would have to sell for 
$7.49 cwt. in the lot to break even. 
The estimated 
price 
these 
cattle 
would bring in St. Louis was $8.15 
per cwt, leaving a margin of 66 cents 
cwt. 
The cost of pound 
gain on 
these cattle was 
$11.06 
per 
cwt, 
which was the lowest cost per cwt. 
pounds gain of any cattle seen. This 
was perhaps due to the fact th at Mr. 
Fowler used more clover }iay per 
head during the w inter feeding p e r 
iod than any feeder visited/ Clover 
hay was valued at $12.00 per ton. 
After leaving Mr. Fow ler’s place a 
short stop was made at Ed Callis’ 
farm where he showed us twelve all 
white steers which no records 
had 
been kept upon.

The visitors could not say 
enough good things about the things 
th a t were served them.

McAninch both of whom welcomed 
the tourists to Hughesville commun­ 
ity.

Mr. Garlock in part mentioned that 
the records of the feeders in this 
community showed that clover hay 
was a very necessary and profitable 
part of the beef cattle ration, 
also mentioned that at the Experi­ 
ment Station silage and a limited 
i mount of concentrates like cotton 
seed and linseed oil meal had always 
lowered the cost of IOO pounds gain. 
Another thing mentioned 
by 
Mr. 
Garlock was that of the feeding ex­ 
periments at the Missouri Station 78 
per cent as much feed produced IOO 
pounds gain on calves as IOO percent 
produced on m ature cattle. Also that 
the calves consumed a large percent 
age of roughages 
in 
gaining 
IOO 
pounds than did m ature cattle, which 
wa.* contrary to the belief of a great 
many cattle men.

SARCOXIE, May ll.—A festival to 
celebrate the development of the 
strawberry industry in the Ozarks re­ 
gion of Missouri and Arkansas, where 
it is estimated more than 2,000 car­ 
loads of berries will be produced this 
season, will be held here tho first 
week In June. 
The harvesting of 
the berries will reach its peak at 
that time in this district, experts say. 
More than 20,000 berry pickers will 
be needed to care for the crop, ac­ 
cording to early estimates. 
The celebration will be the ini­ 
tial one though it is planned to make 
it an annual event. Cities and towns 
of the entire Ozark strawberry dis­ 
trict will participate as will repre­ 
sentatives from other berry centers 
iii the United States. Definite plans 
for the festival are being formulat­ 
ed by the Chamber of Commerce here < 
and a special committee on arrange­ 
ments. 
Tours to the fields, addresses by 
experts on the production of straw­ 
berries and other agricultural pro­ 
ducts, with enormous eats of straw­ 
berries and cream, will feature the 
celebration. Cities of the entire dis­ 
trict have announced that they plan 
to cooperate. 
The berry crop of the district will 
not be as large as that of last year, 
growers say, but the acreage has 
been great!: increased and the indus­ 
try has grown. 
New fields are con­ 
tinually being set out and the pro­ 
duction of strawberries promises to 
become one of the most important 
blanches of the agricultural industry 
in the Ozarks.

When Herbert Hoover, chairman 
of the American Relief Administra­ 
tion, announced recently that the sum 
mobilized for Russian Relief by the 
American Relief Administration and 
its co-operating agencies amounted 
to approximately $70,000,000, few 
persons realized that more than ten 
per cent, of thav sum, or more than 
$7,000,000, was spent for medical 
purposes. 
In the face of the terrible famine 
conditions which existed and the fact 
that it fell to the lot of the A. R. A. 
to provide food for upwards of ten 
million people, the medical phase of 
the relief operations has not attract­ 
ed the public attention that such a 
iife-saving effort would otherwise 
have received. 
It is difficult to say 
whether more Russians are alive to­ 
day because of American food which 
they received or because of the tre­ 
mendous and costly fight which the 
American 
relief 
workers 
waged 
against the spread of infectious dis­ 
eases, and the improvement in hos­ 
pital and sanitary conditions which 
the American gifts made possible. 
It is highly significant that with 
the inoculation and vaccination of 
some 7,000,000 persons in the areas 
where the Americans were carrying 
on their feeding operations there was 
an astonishing decrease in the high 
incidence of cholera, typhoid, para­ 
typhoid and smallpox. For example, 
in the Kazan District where 350,000 


men, women and children were it 
oculated against cholera and oth#. 
enteric diseases, the cholera case* 
which in the summer of 1921 ha<! 
been reported throughout the season* 
at the rate of 170 a day, in the sum­ 
mer of 1922 amounted to 276 casesJ 
not daily, but for the entire season^ 
But 
the 
inoculation 
campaign^ 
which was the most extensive single 
preventive medical effort ever under­ 
taken, was only a single item. in thai 
medical program of the American! 
Relief Administration. 
In addition! 
to inoculating 7,000,000 individual* 
the Administration -supplied mom 
than 12,000 Russian institutions in-! 
eluding hospitals, orphanages, dis­ 
pensaries, etc. Many of these insti­ 
tutions were on the point of closing* 
their doors for lack of the most ele­ 
mentary necessities. Hospitals lacked 
medicines, .syringes, clinical ther­ 
mometers, hot water bags, blankets, 
soap, anaesthetics—some of them 
had to resort to newspapers for 
dressings because of the lack of ban­ 
dages. 
United States surplus army medi­ 
cal supplies to the extent of $4,000,- 
000, and medical and hospital mate­ 
rials costing $3,600,000 were fur­ 
nished by the American Red Crofts 
to the American Relief Administra­ 
tion in its effort to keep the hospital 
functioning in Russia when the epi­ 
demics 
due to the famine were 
threatening to depopulate the coun­ 
try.

The California poppy is an easy 
growler and not particular as to soil, 
provided only that it has sun and 
plenty of it.

Knight, who has remained silent 
throughout the hearing, is reported 
to have told Jones when the two met 
in the city jail here: “You snitched 
just to save your skin, but it ain’t all 
over yet.” 
Archie Neah attorney for Knight, 
charged in court that the state’s at­ 
torneys for Jones “traded out.”
